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OPINION 1554 

Cryptocoeloma Miers, 1884 (Crustacea, Decapoda): Cryptocoeloma 
haswelli Rathbun, 1923 designated as the type species 

Ruling 

(1) Under the plenary powers all previous designations of type species for the nom¬ 
inal genus Cryptocoeloma Miers, 1884 are hereby set aside and Cryptocoeloma haswelli 
Rathbun, 1923 is designated as type species. 

(2) The name Cryptocoeloma Miers, 1884 (gender: neuter), type species by desig¬ 
nation under the plenary powers in (1) above, Cryptocoeloma haswelli Rathbun, 1923, 
is hereby placed on the Official List of Generic Names in Zoology. 

(3) The name haswelli Rathbun, 1923, as published in the binomen Cryptocoeloma 
haswelli (specific name of the type species of Cryptocoeloma Miers, 1884), is hereby 
placed on the Official List of Specific Names in Zoology. 

History of Case 2611 

An application for the designation of Cryptocoeloma haswelli Rathbun, 1923 as the 
type species of Cryptocoeloma Miers, 1884 was received from Mr Peter K. L. Ng 
{National University of Singapore, Republic of Singapore ) and Dr L. B. Holthuis (RijJcs- 
museum van Natuurlijke Historie, Leiden, The Netherlands) on 17 June 1987. After 
correspondence the case was published in BZN 44: 240-241 (December 1987). Notice 
of the case was sent to appropriate journals. No comments were received. 

Decision of the Commission 

On 1 March 1989 the members of the Commission were invited to vote on the 
proposals published in BZN 44: 240-241. At the close of the voting period on 1 June 
1989 the votes were as follows:
